Politicians of rival parties ask government to 
expand borough council into neighbouring 
town in order to give the area a ‘louder voice’

MP Rosie Cooper has joined forces with neighbouring 
MP Damien Moore to urge the government to expand 
the local authority of West Lancashire to include 
Southport and form one body which would operate 
under Lancashire County Council. 

In a joint letter sent to the Secretary of State for Level- 
ling Up, Housing and Communities Michael Gove, Ms 
Cooper and Tory MP Moore asked for measures to be put 
in place to “change the local catchment area” which 
would mean Southport leaving Sefton. 

MP Moore was due to meet in person with Mr Gove on 
Tuesday to discuss the proposal in more detail. 

In the letter, which has been seen by the Champion, the 
two MPs state: “It is our firm belief that our two com- 
munities are better served by being in the same local 
authority area and we are working closer together to 
achieve this.” 

There has been a debate amongst the people for South- 


port for years on whether the constituency should re-join 
the county of Lancashire. Ms Cooper said West Lancashire 
is currently stuck in a ‘no man’s land’ between Liverpool, 
Manchester and Preston. 

She said: “We need to be treated more fairly as these 
huge metropolitan areas use much of the available 
resources, leaving so very little for rural towns and vil- 
lages that we have to fight for their leftover scraps. 

"| am supporting this campaign because the smaller 
towns such as Ormskirk, Skelmersdale and Southport and 
our villages need to combine forces, acting together so 
that our voice can be as loud and strong as possible and 
heard by our Metropolitan neighbours.” 

She added that she wants Southport, Ormskirk and 
Skelmersdale to “combine forces, acting together so that 
our voice can be as loud and strong as possible.” 

Damien Moore added: “For too long, Southport has 
been overlooked by the Labour-dominated Sefton Coun- 
cil. 

“I am pleased to have Rosie Cooper MP's support for this 
campaign to get Southport out of Sefton and into Lan- 
cashire and I look forward to speaking with Secretary of 
State Michael Gove about our plans in this area."

A STUDENT at Edge Hill who sur- 
vived the Westminster Bridge terror 
attack has spoken about the key role 


he has played in setting 
up a ‘Survivor’s Charter’ 
on the fifth anniversary 
of the incident. 

Travis Frain, 24, who is a 
PhD History student, was 
one of 12 Edge Hill stu- 
dents who were on a trip to 
the Houses of Parliament 
on March 22, 2017 when 
he was hit by a 4x4 vehicle 
on Westminster Bridge 
being driven by Khalid 
Masood. 

Travis, who is from Dar- 
wen, sustained a number 
of serious injuries includ- 
ing a broken leg and was in 
hospital for eight days. 

He has also spoken this 
week about the abuse he has 
received from online trolls. 

He told the BBC: “I want better support 
for victims of terrorism. 

“I have very mixed feelings today and 
it does not feel like it has been five years 
but I’m glad we have been able to gather 
in person in London and give the 
anniversary the recognition it deserves. 

"Over the past few years I have been 
involved in campaigning for various 
improvements for the victims of terror- 
ism. 

"In the aftermath of the attack in 
which I have been involved I did not 
think the support we received was 
necessary sufficient. 

"After I had been in hospital in London, 
the support I received dropped off con- 


"The physiotherapy I received on the 
NHS was not sufficient for the range of 
injuries I sustained. 

“I had to use my student loan to pay 
for private physiotherapy. I know that is 
SE that I should not have had to

“I think it is а bad reflection on us as a 
country and I really hope we can 
improve these services, so we can help 
people who might be affected in the 
future.” 

Travis has received online abuse from 
trolls after the incident. 

Mr Frain, from Darwen, Lancashire, 
said he received death threats from 
people accusing him of faking his injur- 
ies.

RESIDENTS are being urged to ‘look out for Lan- 
cashire’ amid rising infection rates of Covid-19. 

Infection rates are surging across the England and 
the North West following the removal of all legal 
Covid-19 restrictions last month. 

In the Lancashire County Council area, between 
March 5 and 11 the overall infection rate for all ages 
rose to 459.2 per 100,000 people - an increase of 
80% - according to government data. During the 
same period the infection rate for the over 60s rose 
to 415.9 per 100,000 people, a 68% rise. 

Covid-related hospital admissions have also been 
steadily rising across Lancashire's four hospital 
trusts, with a total of 241 patients admitted on 
March 8, a jump from 188 seven days prior. 

The rise in infections and hospital admissions 
coincides with the launch of the ‘Looking out for 
Lancashire’ campaign. 

Developed by the Lancashire Resilience Forum, 
the campaign asks residents to take small actions to 
help Lancashire heal and recover, together. 

Council bosses say that as Covid-19 will be a fea- 
ture of our lives for the foreseeable future “we all 
need to learn to live with it and manage the risk to 
ourselves and others.” 

Getting your initial course of a Covid-19 vaccine 
and a booster is the best way of protecting yourself 
and others against the virus. Whether it’s your first,

Dr Sakthi Karunanithi, director of Public Health 
for Lancashire, said: “After two years of fighting 
Covid, it is now time to live safely with it. 

“As we look forward to the future, it is vitally 
important that we stay united so that we can tackle 
the upcoming challenges, together. 

“Right now, that means taking sensible precau- 
tions, where we can, to limit the spread of Covid-19 
to protect ourselves and others and to minimise dis- 
ruption to our lives. 

“While legal restrictions have now ended for Covid- 
19, the standard public health advice remains. 

“We understand it may not always be possible for 
people to follow this advice so I would also encourage 
people to respect others to make their own decisions.

NEW supermarkets opening in 
Skelmersdale town centre should have ‘anti- 
theft trolleys’, according to MP Rosie 
Cooper, who believes it would help stop a 
“serious problem with trolley theft and 
dumping.” 

After years of setbacks, Lidl and B&M Bar- 
gains are soon to open stores in the town, but 
the West Lancs MP is calling for them to use 
anti-theft trolleys. 

However, after Ms Cooper asked West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council whether they are 
requiring the supermarket chains to use the 
specialist trolleys, the council responded that 
neither B&M nor Lidl were planning to use 
them. 

Ms Cooper said: “Residents of Skelmersdale 
will surely agree that the town has a serious 
problem with trolley theft and dumping. 

“Whilst everyone will be looking forward to 
the opening of the new town centre stores, this 
shouldn’t lead to more fly-tipping. 

“A simple solution is the use of anti-theft trol- 
leys, rather than the standard pound coin 
release ones. I am calling on both B&M Bar- 
gains and Lidl to protect our community 
against trolleys being taken away from the 
new town centre and thrown in the River 
Tawd. We need to protect our green spaces, 
not make it more likely that they will be dis- 
respected.

“I have written to the chief executives of both 
Lidl and B&M to ask them to consider using 
these specialised trolleys when their shops 
open. These may be more expensive but will 
surely pay for themselves when the supermar- 
ket doesn't have to keep replacing them." 

A spokesperson for West Lanashire Borough 
Council said: “The council encourages every 
business and household to act in an environ- 
mentally conscientious way. 

"Although the final decision on which type of 
trolley should be used is ultimately up to the 
retailers at the Tawd Valley Centre, we will be 
promoting the Trolleywise scheme to them, 
which allows people to report abandoned trol- 
leys via an app so they can be retrieved. 

^We are aware that other local retailers have 
anti-theft systems in place such as suggested 
by the MP, but they have not always successful 
in deterring trolleys being taken from retail 
areas."

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Calls to cut VAT 
on petrol to ease 
price increases 


SKELMERSDALE County Cllr Julie Gibson 
has joined calls from consumer groups 
and motoring organisations to urge the 
Chancellor to cut VAT on petrol, as reports 
show that the average cost of filling up a 
typical family car has broken through the 
£90 barrier for the first time ever. 

Motoring organisations said drivers 
were facing “unbelievable financial pain” 
as the cost of a tank of diesel for a 55-litre 
capacity family car reached £90.88. 

Cllr Gibson said: “The average price of 
petrol across West Lancashire is now 
165p for petrol and 170p for diesel. The 
rises will quickly feed into the overall cost 
of living as hauliers pass on their extra 
costs to their customers and ultimately to 
consumers, sending household costs 
soaring. 

“I would urge the Chancellor to help 
drivers by temporarily cutting VAT to at 
least 15 % from its current level of 20%. 

“As it stands, 26p a litre of what drivers 
are paying on the forecourt is attributable 
to VAT and that comes on top of 58p a litre 
in fuel duty. Estimates show a five percent 
cut would reduce the cost per litre by 
around 6p.” 

Cllr Gibson said: “On March 23, the 
Chancellor will make his Spring state- 
ment to parliament. This would be the 
right time to introduce potential changes 
to reduce pressure on drivers.” 


Three men arrested 
after teen stabbed and 
family home trashed 


Police believe stabbing and break-in could be linked

POLICE have issued a fresh appeal after an aggravated 
burglary where three men wearing balaclavas and 
carrying baseball bats smashed through the glass 
doors of a property in Skelmersdale in front of a 
woman and her young child. 

Police were called to reports of a break-in at around 
8.15pm on Wednesday (March 9) in Carfield. 

The group also damaged a television before making off. 

The woman, who was in her 20s, was not injured during 
the incident but officers later received a report that a 15- 
year-old boy had been stabbed in the Carfield area. 

The boy had suffered an injury to his lower back and 
was taken to hospital for treatment. 

Two men aged in their 20s and a 19-year-old man were 
arrested on suspicion of aggravated burglary and assault 
and bailed. 

Det Sgt Diane Higham, of Skelmersdale CID, said: “This 
was a shocking incident where the offenders smashed 
their way into a property, causing havoc, all in front of a 
woman and her young child.

“This crime has left the victim very shaken and we are 
urging people in the community to come forward with 
information to help our enquiries. 

“While officers were at the scene, a further report was 
received of a boy being stabbed in the Carfield area. 

“Thankfully his wounds are not life-threatening. We are 
investigating both offences and cannot rule out at this 
stage if they are linked.

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Major work on gas 
mains in Burscough 
is starting in April

MAJOR work is to set to start within weeks to 
replace underground gas mains in Burscough. 

The project, which begins on Monday, April 4, is 
expected to take around six months, with Cham- 
pion readers flagging up concerns that it will lead 
to disruptions on Burscough's main roads. 

Cadent, which manages the local gas network, is 
calling time on 2,000-metres of gas pipes that run 
beneath Liverpool Road South and Lordsgate Lane. 
Dating to the Second World War era, they're now 
showing signs of their age. 

Cadent's engineers have carried out repairs on 
this part of the network nearly 30 times in the last 
five years, each time leading to significant traffic 
issues. They believe that the solution to this is to 
upgrade the pipes. 

Metallic gas mains like these are being upgraded 
as part of an £800m investment by Cadent in the 
North West over the next five years. This pro- 
gramme is helping to get the network ready for a 
move away from fossil gases to hydrogen, which is 
essential for a ‘net zero’ future. 

The frequency of repair work required on this pipe 
has led Cadent to bring forward its planned date for 
replacement. As well as the big main in the road, 
the engineers will also replace the individual ser- 
vice pipes that carry gas into 160 properties. 

The Cadent teams will ensure gas stays ON 
throughout the project. This is apart from one day – 
for those 160 properties only, as they are connected 
into the new pipes. Advance notice will be given 
and gas will be restored the same day it goes off. 

The work will happen in short sections - which 
enables the roads to stay open and travel to con- 
tinue in both directions, with traffic light controls. 
Please budget extra time for journeys (particularly 
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Liverpool Road South, Burscough 


at peak times), or consider using alternative 
routes. 

Craig Horrocks, head of Cadent's North West 
Investment planning office, said: “Our job is to keep 
gas flowing to heat homes, schools, offices and 
many other buildings in the local area, as well as 
future-proof the network ready for hydrogen. 

"This part of the network has operated for more 
than 70 years. We've become too frequent a visitor 
in recent years, with our teams carrying out essen- 
tial repairs.

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Parking controls 
plea near school 


Residents claim parents 
block roads and driveways 
at pick-up times and urge 
the county council to act

PARKING controls could be intro- 
duced near a school in Ormskirk 
after complaints from residents 
that roads outside their houses 
were blocked by parents picking up 
or dropping off their children. 

Residents say parents leave their 
cars on pavements near to the 
Pontville School, obstructing drive- 
ways and blocking off nearby Calder 
Avenue and Ryburn Road. 

Lancashire County Councillor Nikki Hennessy has 
asked officers at the Highways department to 
investigate the problem. 

Cllr Hennessy said: “Parking of vehicles outside 
schools is a notorious problem especially during 
drop off and pick up times. 

“I live by a primary school myself, so I see first- 
hand the difficulties during school drop off and pick 
up times and I have every empathy with both par- 
ents and residents. 

“I want to thank those residents who sent me pho- 
tographic evidence which assisted my request for 
LCC Highways to investigate the issues raised. 

“Highways have reported back to me that they 
agree with the concerns raised due to the poor 
behaviour of some motorists at school drop off and 
pick up times on Calder Avenue and Ryburn Road. 

“The predominant concern appears to be the

inconsiderate manner in which vehicles are park- 


ing. 

“Highways also noted that the police have previ- 
ously been contacted regarding this matter and that 
the school does not appear to have features that 
normally accompany school entrance support 
mechanisms such as yellow ‘School Keep Clear’ 
markings on the roads. 

“In view of this Highways are intending to intro- 
duce parking controls and will make contact with 
the area police team to assist in assessing the situ- 
ation and the resolution actions undertaken to 
date.” 

She added that the county council would investig- 
ate whether additional, permanent controls such as 
zig zag markings should be introduced to help alle- 
viate any problems in the future. 

Lancashire County Council has been contacted for 
comment.

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Figures show speeding 
offences reduced by 6296

INSTALLING average speed cam- 
eras on the A565 Tarleton bypass 
has led to a huge reduction in 
speeding offences on the road, say 
police. 

In a two year period after average 
speed cameras were introduced 
along the A565 Southport New X 
Road in August 2017, there was a 
reduction of 62.3896 in detected 
offences. 

This stretch of road was included among eight 
routes across Lancashire installed with average 
speed cameras between March 2017 and August 
2018, which police have said have been proven to 
reduce both collisions and casualties. 

They added that since the average speed cameras 
were introduced, speeding offences have reduced 
by more than half. 

The cameras can be found on the A565 Southport 
New Road (Tarleton Bypass) between the B5246 at 
Mere Brow and the Gravel Lane roundabout at 
Banks. 

Police said analysis of the impact the average 
speed cameras have had in the two years since they 
went live demonstrates that they have been success- 
ful in reducing the number of speeding vehicles on 
all eight routes. 

Superintendent Damian Darcy, of Lancashire 
Police’s Tactical Operations, said: “Slower speeds

The letter on the decline of democracy was interesting and 
is worthy of a challenge on a couple of points. 

Democracy. I was born a Brit, l'm proud to be a Brit, Рт 
happy to live in a liberal democracy and have the privilege 
of questioning my government-but not, it appears, over 
Ukraine. 

On the question of Ukraine we have not even had a debate 
in parliament: are we becoming a co-belligerent by sending 
weapons to Ukraine and on whose authority; will it help or 
just extend the war? 

Talking of war, I seem to recall that we were trying to 
spread the liberal democracy (о a few Muslim countries 
who didn’t seem too keen on the idea. 

There are many types of political systems and democracy 
does not necessarily fit at a particular stage in a country's 
development - and it’s not for us to impose. 

Classic examples: China is very much authoritarian, and 
this regime has lifted hundreds of millions out of poverty 
over the past few years. 

Whereas India, the largest democracy in the world, has 
badly failed its population.

NATO was recently described by President Macron as 'stu- 
pd - abitharsh, but NATO is certainly incoherent and 
unnecessarily provocative. 

Don’t get me wrong, I'ma firm believer in collective 
defence and the doctrine. 

NATO's conventional forces kept us safe and secure, ini- 
tially from the Red Army in the late 1940s, and from the 
Soviet Union's Warsaw Pact through out the 1950s and 
early 1960s. 

However, in October 1962 the world changed forever as 
we stood on the brink of nuclear annihilation during the 
Cuban missile crisis. 

The crisis was solved through negotiation; US missiles 
were removed from Turkey, Soviet missiles from Cuba and 
all our conventional weapons were not even pawns in the 
game. 

Since then nuclear weapons and their means of delivery 
have grown ever more powerful and sophisticated to a scale 
such that our security goes by the acronym, MAD-Mutually 
Assured Destruction. 

The chance of some old style conventional war between 
NATO and Russia is effectively zero. 

The deployment of NATO forces ever closer to Russia's 
borders makes no military sense. 

NATO needs a makeover - it is sometimes difficult today to 
decide if NATO is peace maker or a war maker.

Blind and 
partially 
sighted are 
being denied 
a secret vote 


One hundred and fifty years ago, 
the Ballot Act of 1872 decreed 
that everyone had the right to 
vote in secret. 

Despite this, four in five blind 
people in 2021 said they were still 
unable to vote independently and 
in secret. 

The figures speak for themselves 
- blind and partially sighted 
voters are too often being denied 
the right to a secret vote, and the 
Elections Bill, currently moving 
through the House of Lords, will 
only make this worse. 

Voting is a fundamentally visual 
process. 

Under current law, introduced a 
generation ago, every polling sta- 
tion must have a device to make 
voting possible “without any 
assistance” for voters with sight 
loss. 

The Elections Bill is getting rid 
of this guarantee, meaning that it 
will become a postcode lottery for 
blind and partially sighted people 
as to what equipment they can 
expect when they go to cast their 
vote. 

This move by the Government 
goes against all aspirations 
around levelling up for disabled 
people in society. We urgently call 
on the Secretary of State Michael 
Gove and Parliamentarians to 
maintain existing provisions to 
enable an independent vote for 
blind and partially sighted 
people.

ROSIE Cooper MP has been 
praised by а campaign 
group for sponsoring a par- 
liamentary motion 
opposing plans for a med- 
ical waste incinerator in 
Simonswood. 

Campaign group Arrow 
(Action to Reduce and 
Recycle Our Waste) claim 
burning medical waste is 
unnecessary and would dam- 
age the health of residents. 

Plans to build a High Tem- 
perature Treatment Facility 
for the Management of Medical Waste at Stopgate 
Lane have been submitted to Lancashire County 
Council by Culzean W2E Ltd. 

Arrow claim that burning plastic (including PPE) 
produces dioxins which are toxic and say the 
World Health Organisation promotes non-burn 
technologies “which are cheaper and less pollut- 
ing.” 

Arrow say alternatives to burning medical waste 
include high-pressure steam sterilization, alkaline 
hydrolysis, autoclaves and microwaves. 

Nicola Escott, from the group, said these pro- 
cesses use heat to kill microbes in medical waste, 
after which it can be disposed of with ordinary 
municipal waste. 

The campaign group added that after treatment, 
plastic medical waste can be turned into granules 
and recycled. 

Ms Escott said: “Those in favour of medical waste

pyrolysis incinerators say that they 
emit low levels of toxic chemicals, 
such as dioxins. 

“But medical specialists say that 
even tiny amounts of dioxin emitted 
to the air can cause long term health 
problems for populations living 
nearby. 

“Microscopic amounts of dioxin can 
cause cancer, reproductive and devel- 
opmental problems, damage to the 
immune system, and can interfere 
with hormones.” 

Toxico-pathologist Professor Vyvyan 
Howard of the University of Ulster 
says burning waste produces hor- 
mone disrupting chemicals that are 
particularly damaging for the devel- 
opment of babies. 

He says nanoparticles are not usually measured 
in emissions but pass through filters and result in 
chronic respiratory disease and cardiovascular 
issues. 

The proposed site for burning medical waste is 
next to Kirkby, a heavily populated area, on one 
side and grade 1 agricultural land on the other 
side. ARROW has said both will be affected in dif- 
ferent ways. 

Nicola continued: "Burning waste in pyrolysis 
incinerators produces pollution which either goes 
up the chimney into the air or into the char 
residue. The developer said the char would be 
used as building materials for foundations and 
concrete blocks. This worries residents who feel it 
is essential to adopt less polluting technologies." 

Oaktree Environmental Ltd, who have been 
engaged to act as consultants for Culzean W2E 
Limited, were contacted for comment.

IT'S NOT EVERY DAY you get to see а 
major TV star talking about what they’re 
really passionate about - and in this case, it’s 
mending old cars and tinkering with MGBs.
